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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner's reasoning for the 101 rejection of 
claim 45 is based on the fact that the claimed product appears that no tangible and useful result is achieved from navigating, monitoring, 
filtering and sending the event information (i.e., what's being cited as tangible after filtering the message objects as compare to claim 21 is 

"redirecting the identified and filtered message objects to a display device Otherwise, "monitoring events/filtering events/ sending 

information about the event to a host platform is transparent to such a user that no practical and useful result is achieved. See MPEP 
2106.01 (IV) ( C ) (2). Dependent claims 46-48 are also rejected for failing to remedy the deficiencies of the rejected non statutory claim 
45 in the final office action. 

Applicant argues that " Lewis fails to teach filtering received message object with a mobile agent abject executing therein" . Lewis teaches 
in (FIG. 2 col. 10, lines 60-67) the element 21 1 that include a receiver 212 filering input communication signals/ messages; and further , 
the applicant argues that "Lewis fails to discuss mobile agent having the claimed functionality as mentioned in the preamble of claim 1 

(i.e., the mobile agent object operable to execute in the second electronic device). However, since these limitations were 

submitted with applicants remarks after the close of prosecution, said limitations cannot be considered until such time as applicant files a 
request for continuied examination. Also applicant should consider including these features into the body of the claims ranter than in the 
preamble for the examiner to accord patentable weight . A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely 
recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for 
completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 
(CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F,2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 
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
